In the year 1497.When fir Richard Whittington was firſt elected Le 
Mayo?, that Kebel Sir John Oldcaſtle was taken in the Territozies ofthe : 
Lo2d Poweſs, not without _ and hurt of ſone that took him: At 
which time all the States of theRealm were aſſembled in Parlament at 
London, therein to pꝛobide the King ofa Subſidy , and other ald ol mo- 
ney and ammunition , who took great pains beyondti;e Seas, in France: 
tele Loꝛds and others, when they heard that the publick enemy was ta- 
ken, they agreed all not to diſſol de the Parliament, until he were era- 
mint d, and heard to anſwer intle ſame: Mhereupon the Loꝛd poweſs 
was fent foꝛ, to fetch him up with power and great aid, who bjought him 
to London in a Lyter , wounded very much, having -received ſeventeen 
wounds; and alſo a Cterk which he called kis Secretary, with him, that 
was ofhis counſetinall his ſetretg.
